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THE BERING SEA TROUBLE IN A FAIR 
. WAY TO BE SETTLED.

Julian Pauncefote, Says England Will Be 
Glad to Join in an Effort to Settle the 
Vexed Question by Arbitration, Provid- 
ed the Subject in Controvery Be Stated 
According to England's Ideas—Lord Sal- 
isbury’s Position, 
Wasntmeren, D. C., March 10.—The Bering 
Sea negotiations have taken a most favorable 
turn and the Governments of the United 
States and Great Britain appear at length to 
have reached a basis upon which to settle 
their difficulties, us is evidenced by the fol- 
lowing communig¢ation from Lord Salisbury 
to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Minister 
here, which laid before Secretary 
Blaine and was by made public tonight: 


It is now quite clear that the advisers of the 
President do not claim Bering Sea as a mare 
clausum and indeed that they repudiate that con- 
tentuon in express terms. Nor do they rely, 
as a justification for the seizure of 
British ships in the open sea, upon the contention 
that the interests of the seal fisheries give to the 
United States Government any right for that pur- 
pose which, according to international law, it 
would not otherwise possess. Whatever impor- 
tance they attach to the preservation of the fur- 
seal species. and they jastly look on it as an ob- 
ject deserving the most serious solicitude, they do 
not conceive that it confers upon any maritime 
power rights oer the Open ocean which that 
power could not assert on other grounds. 
The Ukase of Alexander I. 

The claim of the United States to prevent the 
exercise of the seal fishery by other nations in 
the Bering Sea rests now exclusively upon the in- 
terest which by purchase they vossess in a ukase 
issued by the Emperor Alexander I. in the year 
1821, which vrohibite foreign vessels from ap- 
proaching within 100 Italian miles of the coast 
and islands then belonging to Russia in Bering 
Sea. But the vital question for decision is 
whether any other Government, especially 
whether the Government of Great Britain, has 
ever accepted the alaim put forward in this uk 2se. 

Our contention is that not only can it not be 
shown that the Government of Great Britain at 
any time since 1821 has admitted the soundness 
of the pretension put forward by that ukase, but 
that it can be shown that it has categorically de- 
nied it on more than on one occasion. 

To sustain this eontenton Lord Salisbury 
quotes from a letter (January, 1822) from 
Lord Londonderry to Count Lieven, the Rus- 
sian Ambassador in London, a reservation of 
British rights to the navigation of the waters 
described in the ukase, and also from a note 
by the Duke of Wellington to Count Nessel- 
rode (October, 1822) refusing to admit Rus- 
sia’s right to exclude foreign vessels for 100 
miles from the coast. Continuing, Lord Salis- 
bury says: 

England Did Not Accept It. 

It is evident, therefore, that so far as diplomatic 
representation went, the hing’s Government of 
that date took every step which was in their 
power to take in order to make it clear to the 
Russian Government that Grent Britain did not 
accept the claim to excludé her subjects for 100 
miles from the coast, which had been put forward 
in the ukase of 1521. 

Mr. Blaine does not deal with these protests 
which appear to her Majesty’s Government to be 
in themselves amply sufficient to decide the ques- 
tion whether Great Britain did or did not 
acquiesce in the Russian claim put forward by 
the ukase. He confines himself mainly in the 
dispatch under consideration to the considera- 
tion of the treaties which were subsequently 


made between Great Britain and Russia and | 


America and Russia in 1825, and especially of that 
I understand Mr. Blaine's argument to be that 


| if Great Britain had intended to protest against 


the claim of Russia to exclude sftips for 100 miles 
from her coasts in Bering Sea she would have 
taken this opportunity of doing so; but that in 
confining herself tothe stipulations in favor of 
full liberty of navigation and fishing in any part 
of the ocean commonly called the Pacific Ocean, 
she by implication renounced any claim that 
could arise out of the same set of circumstances 
in regard to anysea that was not part of the 
Pacific Ocean. | 
Is Bering Sea Included ? 

And then Mr. Blaine goes on to contend that 
the phrase: “Pacific Ocean” did not and 
does not include Bering sea. Even if 
this latter contention were correct I 
should earnestly demur to the conclusion 
that our inherent right to free passage and free 
fishing over a vast extant of ocean could be effect- 
ively renounced by meré reticence or omission. 
The right is one of which we could not be de- 
prived unless we consented to abandon 
it. and that consent could not be suffi- 
ciently inferred from our negotiators having 
omitted to mention the subject on one particular 
occasion. But I am not prepared to admit the 
justice of Mr. Blaine’s contention that the words 
‘Pacific Ocean’ did not include Bering Sea. 1 
believe that in common parlance, then and now, 
Bering Sea was and is part of the Pacific Ocean, 
and that the latter words were used in order to 
give the fullest and widest scope possible to the 
claim which the British navigators were solemnly 
recording of a right freely to navigate and fish in 
every part of it and throughout its entire extent. 
In proof of the argument that the words Pa- 
cific Ocean’ do not include Bering Sea Mr. 
Blaine adduces a long list of maps in which a des- 
ignation distinct from that of * Pacific Ocean’ is 
given to Bering Sea; either ‘Bering Sea,’ or 
‘Sea of Kamtchatka,’ or the ‘Sea of Anadir.’ 
The argument will hardly have any force unless 
it is applicable with equal truth to all the 
other océans of the world. The question 
whether by the words ‘Pacific Ocean’ the 
negotiators meant to include or exclude Bering 
Sea depends upon which locution was esteemed 
to be the correct usage at the time. The date is 
not a distant one, and there is no ground for sug- 
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ence to the arbitrator of the gqusstiom what dam- 
ages are due to the persons whe have been injured, 
in case it shall be determined by him that the 
i 
warrant in 
international law. Subject to these reservations, 
her Majesty’s Government will have great satis- 
faction in joining with the Government of the 
United States in seeking by means of arbitration 
an adjustment of the intermmational questions 
which have so long formed a matter of contro- 
versy between the two Governments. 
In closing Lord Salisbury requests that Mr. 
Blaine be furnished with a copy of his dis- 
patch.

Benatzs, Md., March 10.—[Special. ]—Presi- 
dent Harrison had poor luck today. Whether 
it was the heavy northwest wind blowing over 
the flats, the firing of several hunters across 
the river, or the fault of the decoys, the ducks 
did not come his way, and the first day at 
Bengies passed without the President bagging 
a duck.

For two hours the President 
sat in the little blind waiting for a shot. About 
7 o' clock half a dosen ducks came flymg 
toward the decoys. The President raised his 
handsome new fowling-piece which he had 
never shot before. He pulled the trigger and 
the redhead dropped to the water, went under, 
and was lost to view among the outer line of 
decoys. The President spent six hours in the 
blind, and the rest of the day quietiy smokimg 
and reading in the club-house parlor.

steering committee tavors the support 
of Streeter by the whole Republican vote. 
Messengers have been sent out to sound the 
five Republicans who have until today re- 
fused to support Streeter, with a view of see- 
ing whether or not. they would fall in once 
more.

The President suggested that it would be well 
to let the matter stand and for Congress to con- 
fer upon him the authority to put the tax back 
on sugar, coffee, aud hides upon importations 
from countries which should refuse to make con- 
cessions to the United States. In this way the 
reciprocity policy was made possible, and under 
this form the President was given legal authority 
to act, where, had the tax been left on, it would 
have been unconstitutional to have conferred the 
authority upon him to impoge a tax upon the 
product of a nation which he did not wish to 


now stands is great. The President is absolute in 
the matter and does not have to go to the Senate 
for approval of his official action. 

Assuming this to be true, the people are left 

still in the dark as to why the President is de- 
prived of the lawful power to reimpose all of 
the remitted sugar and molasses duty on Cuba 
and Puerto Rico at the end of the year, when 
there will be no fair reciprocity treaty be- 
tween the United States and Spain, for the 
last-named country will surely refuse to make 
one, for the good reason that its failure can 
be punished only by the reimposition of half 
the old duty. : 
Who was it who fastened that foolish pro- 
vision in the law authorizing the reimposition 
of only a half duty on Cuban sugar and mo- 
lasses? It cannot have been the President. 
By the Aldrich amendment Spain will enjoy 
the absolute free run of the great American 
market for ten months, and after that period 
a duty of only a cent a pound can be laid, 
which will have but little coercive power. The 
President was not responsible for that. 

What the people want to know is who stood 
behind Aldrich, McKinley, and Reed in cut- 
ting the retaliatory power of the Government 
in two im order to nullify as far as possible 
and make abortive Blaine’s effort to deal with 
Spain. It was envy which animated them. 
They did not want him to succeed in negotiat- 
ing advantageous reciprocal treaties and get 
the credit of it. They wanted him to fail so 
they could sneer at his policy and glorify 
their own smartness. They cared nothing for 
the value of reciprocity to American manu- 
factures and agriculture, nor the help it would 
be to National prosperity and the preservation 
of the balance of trade.

ANOTHER BOOST FOR THE GRANT MONU-

‘THE ADVANCE IN THE PRICE OF TIN- 


PLATE. 

writes to a Chicago customer: “In quoting 
“you for a further supply, as requested, you 
“are, of course, aware of the advance in our 
„markets on account of the McKinley Tariff 
“bill and the consequent American demand.“ 

Some time ago this paper called attention 
to the advance in tinplate and various articles 
made therefrom, and was met with the weak 
reply that if there was such an advance the 
tariff could have nothing to do with it, be- 
cause the increased duty did not begin till 
July 1 of this year. But it was the 
tariff which raised the price. This was 


The moment the English manufacturers, 
who watch American tariff legislation with 
great closeness, saw that the McKinley bill 
was sure to pass, they began marking up the 
price of their goods, for they expected a 
largely increased demand from people who 
wished to lay in stocks before the new duty 
went into force, They were not mistaken. 
The packers and canners ordered large sup- 
plies. They kept on doing it, and the Welsh 
manufacturers raised the price again, till 
they asked $4.15 for the box of tinplate for 
which they used to charge $3. It cost the 
manufacturers no more to turn out their 
product. Wages wete no higher, and the price 
of sheet steel did not goup. Some of their 
materials were a tittle cheaper. They pock- 
eted the entire advance—and the American 
consumers paid it to amtise Mr. McKinley. 

The Welshmen began to advance their prices 
about the Ist of July. Between that date and 
the Ist of next July there will have been sent to 
this country over 5,000,000 boxes of tinplate, 
for which the American consumers will have 
paid at least three million dollars more than 
they would have done had there been no Me- 
Kinley bill, The Welsh manufacturers got 
it all, 


It will be said that after the 30th of June all 


that will be changed; that the American man- 
ufacturer will begin turning out tinplate and 
prices will drop even below what they were 
a year ago. Unfortunately there is no 
reason to expect this. Everything indi- 
cates that the prices paid by American con- 
sumers will be what they are now, or if any- 
thing a little higher. The only difference will 

be that the increased duty of $1.29 on the av- 
erage-sized box of tinplate, which since last 
July has been going practically to the Welsh- 

men, will go after next July to the Govern- 

ment. The prices in England will drop back 

to the old figure of $8 a box and the customer 

here will pay that, plus the duty. 

So from all appearances this one bit of 
McKinley legislation is costing the people, 
and will continue to cost them, over three 
million dollars a year. What attribute of 
statesmanship is possessed by the Congress- 
men who do such things and defend them 
even after their mischievous effects are ap- 
parent? 


THE SANITARY CANAL MADE‘ EXCESSIVE- 

** LY EXPENSIVE. 

The more closely the Sanitary Districts act 
is examined the plainer it becomes that many 
of its provisions were inserted with the ma- 
lignant purpose of injuring this city and pre- 
venting compliance with the terms of the act. 
They were not the work of cranks, but were 
the product of the ingenuity of men who for 
some reason are bitterly hostile to Chicago 
and wish to do all they can to destroy its 
health. 

This city asked the last General Assembly 
for legislation which would enable it to pre- 
serve its drinking water from pollution by 
keeping its sewage out of the lake, and which 
would incidentally be of great benefit to nav- 
igation in the Illinois River and to the resi- 
dente in the valley of that sluggish stream. 
Yet owing to the sinister ability of Sanford of 


Morris, Paige of Joliet, Means of La Salle, 


and others, the bill which was passed requires 
the Chicago Sanitary District to spend at 
least thirty million dollars, where twenty 
would do the work. Ten millions will be 
utterly thrown away on absolutely unnecessa- 
ry excavation and rock work. 

Then in order to clinch matters, and make 
it impossible for this sanitary district to un- 
dertake the work even if in sheer desperation 
it decided to throw away ten or more millions 
in order to preserve the lake drinking waters 
from sewage pollution, it is provided in- 
geniously in the law that the city shall not be 
able to raise money enough to defray the cost 
of the undertaking. The sanitary district is 
tied hand and foot. It can save itself from 
pestilence. caused by impure water only by 
doing a vast amount of unnecessary work 
costing many millious—and then it is forbid- 
den to raise enough money to pay for that 
work! 

The law says that the Trustees may levy for 
sanitary corporate purposes a tax not exceed- 
ing half a mill per annum on the appraised 
valuation of property.” The present gross 
valuation is $204,000,000. So this tax, less cost 
of collection, amounts to barely a million 
yearly. The Trustees are also authorized to 
issue bonds. In doing that they are governed, 
firstly, by the constitutional limitation of 5 
percent on the valuation; and, secondly, by 
the limitation ih the law that they must not 
issue to exceed fifteen millions. Thus, if the 
valuation were twice what it is now the Trust- 
ees could sell but fifteen million dollars’ 
worth of bonds instead of twenty. They are 
authorized also to tevy a direct tax to pay the 
interest on the bonds and provide for their 


completion of the work impracticable. The 
thing to de is to amend the law so as to get 
rid of this unnecessary and expensive rock 
work and this dead load of ten or twelve mill- 
ions of wasted money. Then the sanitary 
district will be in a position where it can pro- 
vide the ways and means for speedily carry- 
ing out the great undertaking, tue early finish- 
ing of which is so necessary for the protection 
of the health of its inhabitants. 


RESTORING SILVER TO A PARITY WITH 
GOLD. , 


United States Senator Teller has paid a 
visit to this city and has delivered his views in 
an interview on the silver question. Ue is 
not dismayed at the failure of Congress to 
adopt his pet scheme of free coinage, but says 
the battle will be renewed and waged “ until 
silver is placed where it belongs—on a parity 
with gold.“ But m saying this Senator Tel- 


ler used a misleading form of speech. Silver 


can only be on a parity” with gold when 
the values of the relative weights of the two 
metals are equal. This equality can only be 
secured by codperative action of Europe and 
America, and the bimetallists who are anx- 
ious to see the parity established recognize 
the fact that efforts in the direction of bring- 
ing around such action are the only ones 
which can be successful. The school of free- 
coinage advocates does not want such a parity 
and is not working for it. What they are 
aiming at is a monometallic currency com- 
posed entirely of silver, which necessarily 
will drive all the gold out of the country and 
send it abroad in. exchange for the cheaper 
silver. They are aiming at a Mexicanized 
currency that will be away below par, and so 
far beneath parity’? with gold that the lat- 
ter will refuse to circulate by the side of it. 
They want to debase the 100-cent dollar into 
7§-cent money. 

Nobody will dispute the statement that the 
silver bullion in a dollar is Worth only 75 
cents previous to being minted. It necessa- 
rily follows that the first effect of free and un- 
limited coinage would be an exchanging of all 
the available gold and gold certificates for 
silver bullion of other countries at the market 
price for the latter, which would then be car- 
ried to the American mint for coinage 
into legal tender dollars, declared by the 
stamp of the mint to be worth one-third more 
than the actual value of the metal they con- 
tained. This would be kept up by the specu- 
lators as long as there was any profitin the 
business of importing silver bullien and ex- 
porting our gold coin, which would be when 
the stock of gold was exhausted and the sell- 
ors of silver bulhon were obliged to 
take their pay in silver dollars. Then 
these coins would buy all other commodities 
besides the metal at their bullion value, no 
more and no less. What good would that do 
to Colorado after the first profitsin the trans- 
action had been skimmed off by the specu- 
lators? Those of its citizens who had silver 
to sell would then have to dispose of 75 cents’ 
worth of bullion in exchange for a coin worth 
75 cents, just as the silver miners of Mexico 
have todo now. They would not be a whit 
better off under freecoinage than under the 
present arrangement by which they sell their 
silver bars at their bullion value, while thestep 
by which the change was accomplished would 
have seriously disturbed the finances of the 
country and defrauded millions of men out 
of one-quarter of their money and credits and 
dues. None wonld be any the better off ex- 
cept the dishonest debtor, and all the rest 
would bepoorer. From that on we should 
have money of the value of silver bullion the 
same as in Mexico, and Europe would have 
our 500 millions of gold, and would after that 
exchange of their depreciated idle silver for our 
active and valuable gold refuse to listen to any 
proposition for a bimetallic union to restore 
the parity of silver to gold. 

This would bea queer way of bringing 
round the adoption of bimetallism by the en- 
tire world which Senator Teller professes to 
see in the distant future. Even if the action 
tended to such a result it could not be brought 
about by the unaided efforts of the United 
States. It would require more than the shoul- 
ders of an Atlas to bear the burden of lifting 
all the cheap silver money in the world toa 
parity with gold. If the population of the 
United States were 300,000,000 instead of 64,- 
000,000, with gs much wealth and resources 
per capita as now, there might be some chance 
of success, but itis out of the question at 
present. It must have the free-coinage recip- 
rocal aid of England and Germany working 
in unison with France and the United States 
and all the Latin-American countries. And 
Senator Teller knows it. What he wants is 
stumptail silver money. 


A FEE BILL AND NOT MORE JUDGES. 

There is before the House of Representatives 
a bill providing for the addition of six more 
Judges to the Superior Court of this county. 
The House, anxious to learn whether this great 
increase was really necessary, sent a commit- 
tee of its members to this city to interview 
the Judges on this point and also to find out 
how hard they have been working, and wheth- 
er the need of more Judges, if there were any, 
was due to the fact that the men on the bench 
were taking life too easily. 

The preliminary conference, which was held 
Monday last, was marked by the gratifying 
feature that of the six Judges who gave their 
opinions only one thought he needed any as- 
sistance. One or two were non-committal, 
while others considered an increase at present 


while the other was ready to waive it and let 
the Judge pass on the case. Men who demand 
luxuries ought to pay for them. If plaintiff 
or defendant requires a donen men to spend 
their time for one or more sometimes a 
week, in settling his business he ought not to 
expect the taxpayers of Cook County to foot 
his bills. He should do that himself, as is 
done in all other counties in the State. Why 
should the taxpayers of this county alone be 
stuck? 

Make him do it, and then the county will 
not have to foot the bills of litigious persons. 
There will not then be any excuse for the 
election of more Judges at present or the ap- 
pointment of more bailiffs and clerks and the 
renting of costly suites of court-rooms around 
the Court-House square, as all the space in 
the County Building is now occupied. 

The committee did not make mych head- 
way with its inquiry as to the way in which 
the Judges spent their time. Judge Tuley, 
irritated more by the manner of the man who 
questioned him than by his words, told Mr. 
Carmody that he could not talk to the bench 
ashe did to his Stock-Yards constituents.” 
Then he called the legislator's attention to the 
fact that the law did not require the Cook 
County Judges to renderan account to the 
General Assembly. It is true that the Judges 
are independent of the General Assembly and 
are not required to tell them how many hours 
or days they sit, especially when the demand 
is made in the Stock-Yards style. But it is 
probable that the Judges, who feel that they are 
public servants, paid liberal salaries from the 
taxes collected from the people, would not 
hesitate to answer a courteously put question 
regarding the way in which they transact busi- 
ness. There cannot be a better time than the 
present, when so many of their number are 
preparing to submit to the voters their claims 
for reélection. 


Taz Philadelphia Times has the following 
item : 

Chicago is grambling that while other cities 
were remembered in the matter of public build- 
ings she got nothing. Right here she can con- 
sole herself thinking she might as well have noth- 
ing as get a gift like our new mint. 


It appears that while Congress fancied it 
had appropriated two million dollars for the 
erection of a new mint in Philadelphia it did 
not do so. It passed @ bill for a new mint, 
but the only appropriation it contained was 
for the money likely to be expended on plans 
and drawings for the building and expenses 
incidental to the choice of a site. The Re- 
vised Statutes say: 

No act passed authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purehase a site and érect a public 
building thereon shall be held or construed to ap- 
propriate money unless the act in express lan- 
guage makes such appropriation. 

The Mint bill having been passed without 
an appropriation the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury can do nothing. The Philadelphia pa- 
pers are cursing the stupidity of their repre- 
sentatives and contrasting it with the shrewa- 
ness of the New-Yorkers, who got through 
their bill for a new custom-house with an ap- 
propriation in it. 

There is a silver lining to this cloud, how- 
ever. The expenditures of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress turn out to be two millions less than the 
Democrats estimated they were, and Philadel- 
phia can afford to wait for a new mint much 
better than this city can for a new Post-Office. 
So there will be no tears shed, out here at 
least, over the bitter disappointment of the 
Philadelphians. 


Carr. Mansnatt, the Government engi- 
neer at Chicago, has reported that the middle 
pier of the bridge at Canal street is an un- 
reasonable obstruction to navigation,” and 
the matter is referred to the Attorney-General 
of the United States for action. It will be- 
come the duty of that official to institute pro- 
ceedings against the city for the removal of 
the pier. This commendable action by the 
Federal authorities will result in the ousting 
of a present nuisance inflicted on the city by 
the reckless and incompetent Mayor Cregier, 
and in all probability wili shut up like a jack- 
knife another scheme of his for narrowing the 
channel of the river between Harrison and 
Twelfth streets. In both cases the Mayor 
acted contrary to good advice, showing that 
he supposes the humble position which he 
holds authorizes him to play the autocrat as 
against the wishes of the citfzens who had the 
misfogtune to elect him heed of the munici- 
pality. But he has made a mistake when he 
assumes power over matters which are under 
the regulating jurisdiction of the United 
States.

Sir Charles Tupper Discusses Reciprocity 
at Amherst, N. 8. 

Hatreax, N. S., March 10.—Sir Charles 
Tupper delivered a farewell address at Am- 
herst, N. S., before returning to Ottawa. He 
quoted Mr. Blake’s recent letter to show that 
the position assumed by the Government in 
the recent campaign had been triumphantly 
vindicated, and the issue was not one of trade 
but political future of the country.

The moment you adopted com- 
mercial union you seli your birthright with- 
out even the satisfaction of getting a mess of 
pottage. If you go for annexation straight 
you can negotiate your own terms; but fifst 
adopt Commercial union and you are com- 
pletely at the mercy of the Americans without 
power to help yourselves.

IN THE HATHAWAY CASE, 


| Discovery That He Has in His Possession 


a Cane Which Was Picked Up in 
Hogan’s Saloon the Night of the Kill- 


ing—He Locks It Up in a Vault and 
Lets the Jury Believe the Evidence of 


the State’s Witnesses. 


Lieut. Max Kipley, Chief of Detectives, is 
suppressed 


accused of having evidence in the 


Hathaway-Whelan murder case, Hathaways 


lawyers, W. A. Foster and F. M. Chariton, 
claim that the evidence would have cleared 


their client. It is the claim of the State’s- 


AttOfney’s office that the evidence is of no 


conseguence, but that if Hathaway secures. 


another trial it will be the worse for him ; that 
he will get hanging instead of a life sentence. 
The evidence referred to is a cane picked up 


in Hogan’s place some time after the shoot- 
ing. Hathaway’s lawyers claim that the cane 


was his, and that it was wrested from him in 
the struggle which preceded the firing of the 
fatal shot. Lieut. Kipley says he does not 


know to whom the cane belonged, but admits 


that he has it locked up in a vault, He claims 


that he did not knew that it was of any value 


in the cuse. 


Attorney Foster said he first learned that 
Lieut. Kipley had the cane while the jury was 


out considering its verdict. 

It I-were at liberty to tell all I know,” he 
said, it would satisfy everybody that Hatha- 
way was the victim of a diabolical conspiracy. 
While the jury was out a man came to me 
and extorted a solemn promise that I should 
not disclose his name or what hetold me. I 
have not told his name even to Mr. Charlton. 
On the strength of his information I went to 
Lieut. Kipley and asked for the cane. He at 
first denied having it, but I told him to be care- 
ful about what he said, for if he did not tell 
the truth I had it in my power to prove it. 1 
gave him to understand I knew all about 
the cane, which I did.
